1 Ij) GE 1R 3E 3 '^j> it is expedient that Duties fhould be granted upon Preamble, 
certain Goods exported from Ireland'. We, Your Majesty’s 

moft dutiful and loyal Subjects, the Commons of The United 
Kingdom in Parliament affembled, 

Do mod humbly befeech Your MAJESTY, 

That it may be Enafted ; 3ntJ bC It GEn&ftgtJ by the KIN G’s Mod Excel- 
lent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this prelent Parliament affembled, and 
by the Authority of the fame. That from and after the Duties on 

there fhall be raifed, levied, collefted and paid unto His certain Goods 
Majefty, His Heirs and Succeffors, upon all Goods, Wares and Mer- eXi,01ted, 
chandize enumerated or deferibed in the Tables (A) and (B) annexed to 
this Aft, exported from Ireland. , the feveral Duties of Cudoms, as the 
lame are refpeftively deferibed and fet forth in Figures in the faid Tables. 

And be it further Enafted, That where any Goods, Wares and Mer- Direfting 
chandize, which fhall have been warehoufed or otherwife fecured at the {^uftdantT 
time of the Importation thereof, without payment of the Duties due 
thereon, fhall be taken out or entered inwards for Home Confumption, Home Duties,

and that fuch Value (hall be afcertained (except as in this Ad is provided) 
by the Oath of the Importer, Exporter or Proprietor of fuch Goods, 
Wares and Merchandize, or his known Agent or Fador, in the manner 
and form and under the rules and regulations, and (ubjed to the fame 
forfeitures and penalties as are prefcribed, direded and impofed for afcer- 
taining and colleding the Duties to be paid according to the value thereof,^ 
by an Ad intituled, “ An Ad more effedually to regulate the colledion of

Provided always, and be it further Enadted, That the Proprietor or Pro- 
pi letors of any Goods, Wares or Merchandize brought into Ireland, may if be ^ 
or they fhall be fo difpofed, inftead of paying the full Duties due and payable, 
thereon, lecure or lodge in Warehoufes approved by the laid Commiffioners 
ot the Cuftoms and Port Duties in Ireland, without payment of any Duty 
in the firft mftance, any Goods, Wares and Merchandize which by virtue 
of any Law m force in Ireland are or may be allowed to be fo fecurej 
and warehoufed under the conditions and regulations by Law required- 
and all fuch Goods, Wares and Merchandize fo warehoufed, on which the 
iull Duties of Cuftoms and Excife fhall have been paid, fhall on the Ex- 
portation thereof be fubjeft and liable to and be charged with the Duties 
of Cuftoms impofed bv this Afl, as inferted and fet forth in the Tables 
hereunto- annexed, as the cafe may be. 

Provided always, and be it further Enafled, That It fhall be lawful for the
